Farlv Recollection*. 



In some tilings we beat our forefathers far 
away, but in others we have fallen much 
behind them. Two steamboats were built in 
Newport, just below where the hemp fac- 
tory stands, in a very early day. I have no 
remembrance of any other mode of getting 
out the timbers and plank but: with the old 
fashioned whipsaw. I have an idea that it 
is tiie smallest number now living who ever 
saw a whip saw, much less the machinery 
of one in operation. 

A pit was dug in the side of n bank, deep 
enough for a man to stand upright under 
the saw log when rolled out on the skids, 
which were laid at each end of the pit and 
which rested, one end on the bank and tlie 
other on forks or posts set in tlie ground, 
and well secured on the outer line of the 
pit. Tlie foreman, or experienced sawyer, 
stood on the top ot tlie log. ami taking tile 
handle on the top of the saw with one hand 
at each end, and making a saw-gate of him- 
self, he worked up and down, while the man 
underneath played the counterpart of the 
motions. 



the three story brick house stands, on the 
Cincinnati side of the river, near where the 
Newport ferryboat lands. The representa- 
tion was that he intended to put horse or ox 
power into the concern, and with pumps 
and pipes supply Cincinnati with wholesome 
water from the Ohio river The project, ac- 
cording to my memory, never got beyond 
the erection ot the frame work for the build- 
ing when, for some cause, the project was 
abandoned. 

The idea of supplyingCincinnati with wa- 
ter to be pumped from the river by animal 
power, would not be realized now. But then 
Cincinnati was comparatively a small place, 
and few supposed she would ever become 
what she has in centuries, much less in 
about sixty years. At tlie period I refer to 
there were no good bouses north of Ludlow 
street, scarcely any houses beyond fifth 
street, and from the lower corner of Main 
(Fairchild’s old corner) to where the old 
glass works stood, there were fifty stumps to 
one shanty. 

What wonderful changes have been made 
in that region within half the ordinary life 
of man. 

Three cities divided by two rivers have 
grown up lobe great places, filled with pop- 
ulations, enterprising, and industrious, and 
that will equal in all the improvements those 
of *iny people of any cities of twice their 
age. 

The old ferry fiat and skill which used to 
be sufficient to carry over the people and 
produce taken from one place to the other, 
have since gave way to the horse boats, and 
then to steam ferryboats. 

To stand on tlie river bank where I used 
to play in my boyhood, and where the boys 
used to sight old Adam and old Sampson, 
the two ferrymen from Newport to Cincinna- 
ti, through their hands so shut as to make 
telescopes, to see whether their boats moved, 
and see now six or eight steam ferryboats 
passing and repassing every five minutes, 
loaded with wagons, carriages, carts, Ac., 
and people by the thousands, will give some 
small idea of the great change. 

Lordly mansions have taken the places of 
the old fashioned plain dwellings, and mar- 
ble and iron fronts to magnificent stores, and 
other business houses, have superseded the 
plain brick and wooden buildings. 

Nearly all the early settlers have passed 
away, most of whom could find time when 
they met you on the street, to stop and give 
you a cordial shake of tlie hand and kindly 
greeting, and they have been followed by a 
class, who seem to tliink that the sun shines 
solely for tlie purpose of giving them light 
)o hunt for silver and gold, or to see whether 
the figure heads of “ honest old Abe”, and 
Salmon P. Chase are genuine or counter- 
feit. 

If you force an acquaintance to stop, and 
ask him about his health and that of his 
family, he looks at you as much ns to say 
‘ contents noted,” and breaks away in a dog 
trot, fearing some other man lias bought the 
flour, whisky, bacon, or lard he was after, 
and that lie had lost “ two and threppence:' 

I f you walk into one's business house un- 
less you want to buy something, you are 
hardly seated and made your inquiry after 
Mrs. B or Mrs. C, as the case may be, before 
tlie old acquaintance will hand you a news- 
paper, and suggest it contains the morning 
news, and around he turns to his desk as if 
his salvation depended on his not losing a 
minute from business. 

Tlie old social ways of the early settlers 
have departed. In that, the present race fall 
far behind their predecessors, notwithstand- 
ing their great improvements. It is said the 
only chance a man has to find any social 
people now, in tiie land I am writing about, 
is to get in with the spiritualists or free lov- 
ers. Maybe the next visit I make down 
there I will hunt them tip. Their s I fear 
are not improvements on the old style, but 
there is nothing like seeing for oneself.

vince the sympathizers with the rebellion 
that its leaders never intend to establish a 
republic except in name.

Their sympathisers were de- 
ceived in thepnrposc then, when they ought 
not to have been deceived. They' do not 
believe now that the overthrow of republi- 
can institutions is the object. But the 
shadow of coming events is as plain now as 
it was two years ago. 

The Confederacy have extended their 
presidential term to six years. They have 
provided that no appropriation of money 
can lie made bv a majority ol Congress, un- 
less it be recommended by tbe Executive. 
They give him power to veto part of a bill, 
and approve tbe rest. They give bis cabi- 
inet, composed Of men of bis own choice, 
scats on the floor of Congress, with the right 
to debate any question before the body. Of- 
ficers in the army are eligible to seats in 
Congress. They began claiming the right 
of secession, but have struggled hard to 
force Kentucky into their dominions by con 
quest So that this article of their creed is 
abandoned, practically; and it is piain now 
that they would compel any of their States 
to remain by force if need be. 

We 'have learned, by experience, what 
history had taught belore, that the danger 
to free institutions is in the executive tie 
partment; and we affirm that the power giv- 
en to that department in the Southern 
Confederacy is sufficient to absorb all power, 
legislative and judicial. 

Even in peace, onestep after another, the 
other departments would lose their influence 
and power, to protect themselves and the 
Confederacy, if it remained, would subside 
into a strong government. In war, when 
the tendency is to increase executive power, 
the Confederacy would move to its destina- 
tion prepared for in its constitution with 
accelerated speed. 

In our institutions, Villi no such provis- 
ions to strengthen the executive, and arm 
him with weapons of offense and defense, 
the war has shown tint lie can override all 
Jaws and constitutions with comparative im- 
punity. Indeed it may be doubted, if two 
adjoining hostile republics could exist, owing 
to the state of war that would always exist, 
and the military necessities, that could, al- 
ways he urged, for the exercise of power by 
the head of the military. The pride, pas- 
sion and resentment ot the people would 
lead them to sacrifice their own liberty, to 
crush thei* opponents. 

Whatever may be asserted, there is no lib- 
erty in the Southern Confederacy ; no liberty 
of opinion; no liberty of speech ; no liberty 
of the press: and their leaders don’t intend 
there shall he any, except the liberty to up- 
hold their cause, and sound their praises 
Their deliberate acts look that way, and it is 
a destination they intend for those to come 
a'ler them.

— but unless they respond to the tap of the 
drum, and the demands oP the recruiting 
sergeant — their "rallying” is but an insult 
to the gallant leilows already in the field, 
fighting — not for the emancipation ot negroes 
— but lor the Constitution as it is, and the 
Union as it was. 

Let there be an end of these Abolition 
demonstrations on paper, and on the plat- 
form, at a safe distance !rom rebel bullets — 
if there arc to be no abolition enlistments. 
They but trifle with the patience of the peo 
pie — and mock at the patriotism of others 
who are acting ’out their patriotism at the 
post of danger.
